On the other side, Messrs Webster, »South­ 
ard, Bibb, Ewing, Mangum, Clayton, Sprague, &c. 
thought the subject of high importance, and deep inf « rest 
to the people ;and urged the propriety of dessemminating 
the largest number of copies. 
Mr Mangum said lie 
would have gone fo 50 thousand. 
I cannot indicate the different views taken by each 
of the speakers, so irregular was the nature of the de­ 
bate. 
Those who take an interest in the subject must 
go to the ltRvvspapers for them. 
There was a good 
deal of sharp shooting on both sides ; but before the 
speakers had terminated their remarks, some of their 
speech had passed a third reading. 
Mr Mangum made 
the best speech I have heard from him this session ; and 
his colleague, Mr Brown, acquitted himself with great 
credit; and made some of the most happy and home 
thrusts that were given in the whole debate. 
He thrust 
Mr Ewing in the fifth rib about borrowing from the Bank, 
and shielding and advocating it.— lie hit, Mr Sprague too 
(not in the fifth rib, because his heart does not inhabit 
that region,) hut in the veins, in the neighborhood of 
his gall-bladder; “ and then and there” was a great 
overflowing of bile. 
Mr Sprague is pretty keen for a 
retort, and hangs on like a bull-dog ; hut Mr Brown 
certainly tossed him about on the horns of dilemma 
most unmercifully. 
Mr Sprague had said that he was 
written to by one of his constituents to send him the 
Cilohe containing the Protest, as he did not believe in 
the genuineness of the Protest that hud appeared in the 
Whig papers. 
Mr Brown said he did not believe any 
of the people of Maine were so ignorant, as not to 
know of the Protest, and whether it was genuine. 
Mr 
Sprague said it was Only one of his constituents who 
wrrote. 
Mr B. replied that he did not suppose a ll his 
constituents had written to him. 
Before the subject was taken up this morning, the 
amendment of the Constitution, offered by Col. Benton, 
on the first of the session, was called up as the order 
of the day ; and after a short discussion, in which Messrs 
Benton, Bibb, Leigh and Tyler participated, it was laid 
on the table— hut I understand it will be culled up again 
before the close of the session. 
I have not space to do 
justice to the views of the speakers, and I shall not 
attempt to give their arguments. 
The amendment goes 
to dispense w ith the college of electors, and refer the 
election of the President directly to the people— and 
provides for districting the States according to the num­ 
ber of Representatives, &c. 
The House have finally determined to send back the 
election in the 5th district of Kentucky to the people. 
T h is is w h a t Mr Moor» first proposed ; what I thought 
from the first should have been done—and regrei vvas 
not done before. 
“ Had it been earlier, it had been 
kinder,” for both parties, and all concerned. 
There 
is'stiil an intention to re-consider the vote, I understand, 
which stood 109 to 104. 
This will dissipate the mor­ 
row, L dare say : but I am heartily glad there is a pros­ 
pect of our finishing this most unpropitious subject— and 
here I will terminate.

Thi* counter r«*p«>rt of Messrs (Jrundy and Robinson, 
shows satisfactorily, that when a contract is made differ­

been extended by the „Department to any* contractin'#, or 
any improper exercis«* of the discretion of the Postmas­ 
ter General in granting allowances. Every such case be­ 
came the subject of rigid scrutiny ,and not a single instance 
o f alleged abuse has been omitted by the Committee.” 
It gives the disclosures made on each one of these, in 
detail ; and it does not discover an instance which 
«»uglit to subject the Department to censure. 
If admits» 
that the amount of expenses for improvement had bet- 
t«*r been confined within the current resources of the 
Department, but it does not discover a single casein 
w hich the allowances imide were more than a reasona­ 
ble compensation lor the services rendered. 
It appears to have been the practice, under the for­ 
mer administration «'f the Department, to procure the 
printing of blanks, and other items of incidental ex- 
penses of some of the northern p«»st offices, through the 
Postmaster of the city of New York. 
The same prnc- 
tice seems to have be«*n continue«! by the present Post­ 
master General. 
The counter r«*port states “ that upon 
a full investigation of this account, every item constitu­ 
ting it was found to he accompanied by it# appropriate 
voucher, and the items themselves nppeared chiefly to 
be such us had been ordinarily, under former adminis­ 
trations, paid for by the Postmaster at l\’«*w York, and 
credited to him at the Department, as in this instance. 
The expenses for printing, in all cases where that 
printing is performed by friends of the administration, 
seem to have been the subject of special inquiry by the 
eommitttee. 
The result, however, is, that such ac­ 
counts are fairly kept, properly adjudicated, and that 
tlu*y appeared to embrace no articles or work which 
had not been purchased and executed ; and that from 
all the information they were able to collect, the prices 
paid were reasonable. 
The whole report of these two gentlemen, constitu­ 
ting a minority ofthe committee, appears to be candid, 
dispassionate, and clear. 
It shows great «ability and 
laborious investigation. 
It exhibits the Department in 
its true light. 
It carries with it demonstrative marks of 
correctness, and is alike creditable to its authors, and to 
the Department.— W ashington Globe.

stones and sand. 
Although the trees which covered 
the spot were as ol«l as the world, there has not a root 
of them remained, nor even a leaf to indicate the place 
w here they sto«»d. 
During 24 hours that the earth shook without ceasing, 
the town and environs w’ere ren<lered aheap of ruins; 
the cottages of the peasants were swallowed up by the 
firth which yawned at every point, atui the churches of 
Santiago and Sabundel, were ruined, and also my house, 
und«*r the ruins of which I was buried. 
But, as if by* 
a miracle, I escaped from my sepulchre,— for the same 
convulsion which swallowed up my house, threw it up 
afterwards upon the superficies of the earth, and I then 
managed to g««t out, although I was dreadfully crippled. 
The waves which the earth formed, rolled, in every s«*nse 
ol the vvoA«» similar to those of the sea, and to as great 
a height as happens when the ocean is enrag«*«l by a 
tempest. 
Eighty persons were swallowed up by them ; 
with all their live stock ; and the only ones that could 
escape were those of us who were able to run up a hill, 
which, although it shook as well as the rest, «lid not 
sink, neither did lhe waving of the earth affect it.
